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New York Times obtains Guantanamo files

WASHINGTON - A trove of more than 700 
classified military documents provides new 
and detailed accounts of the men who have 
done time at the Guantanamo Bay prison in 
Cuba and offers new insight into the evidence 
against the 172 men still locked up there. 
Military intelligence officials, in assessments 
of detainees written between February 2002 
and January 2009, evaluated their histories and 
provided glimpses of the tensions between cap- 
tors and captives. 

What began as a jury-rigged experiment after 
the Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist attacks now seems 
like an enduring American institution, and the 
leaked files show why, by laying bare the patch- 
work and contradictory evidence that in many 
cases would never have stood up in criminal 
court or a military tribunal. 

The documents meticulously record the detain¬ 
ees’ “pocket litter” when they were captured: a 
bus ticket to Kabul, a fake passport and forged 
student ID, a restaurant receipt, even a poem. 
They list the prisoners’ illnesses - hepatitis, 
gout, tuberculosis, depression. They note their 
serial interrogations, enumerating - even after 
six or more years of relentless questioning - 
remaining “areas of potential exploitation.” 
They describe inmates’ infractions - punching 
guards, tearing apart shower shoes, shouting 
across cellblocks. And, as analysts try to bol¬ 
ster the case for continued incarceration, they 
record years of detainees’ comments about one 
another. 


The secret documents, made available to The 
New York Times and several other news orga¬ 
nizations, reveal that most of the 172 remain¬ 
ing prisoners have been rated as a “high risk” 
of posing a threat to the United States and its 
allies if released without adequate rehabilita¬ 
tion and supervision. 

But they also show that an even larger num¬ 
ber of the prisoners who have left Cuba - about 
a third of the 600 already transferred to other 
countries - were also designated “high risk” 
before they were freed or passed to the custody 
of other governments. 

The documents are largely silent about the use 
of the harsh interrogation tactics at Guantana¬ 
mo - including sleep deprivation, shackling in 
stress positions and prolonged exposure to cold 
temperatures - that drew global condemnation. 
Several prisoners, though, are portrayed as 
making up false stories about being subjected 
to abuse. 

The government’s basic allegations against 
many detainees have long been public, and 
have often been challenged by prisoners and 
their lawyers. But the dossiers, prepared under 
the Bush administration, provide a deeper look 
at the frightening, if flawed, intelligence that 
has persuaded the Obama administration, too, 
that the prison cannot readily be closed. 
Prisoners who especially worried counterter¬ 
rorism officials included some accused of be¬ 
ing assassins for al-Qaida, operatives for a 
canceled suicide mission and detainees who 
vowed to their interrogators that they would 
wreak revenge against America.Q

Yemen’s opposition coalition 
on Monday accepted a pro¬ 
posal for a transfer of power, 
bringing the country closer to 
a resolution of months of po¬ 
litical turmoil and countless 
demonstrations calling for 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh 
to step down. “We have ac¬ 
cepted the gulf proposal on 
condition that the protests 
are allowed to continue until 
Saleh leaves office,” said Mo¬ 
hammed Qahtan, a spokes¬ 
man for the coalition, which 
is known as the JMP. “Lead¬ 
ers of the JMP met with the 
American ambassador today, 
and he confirmed for us that 
the protests can continue 
through this month; this is 
why we agreed to the pro¬ 
posal.” However, when Saleh 
announced, on Saturday, his 
acceptance of the plan from 
a six-nation regional bloc 
known as the Gulf Coopera¬ 
tion Council, his agreement 
was based on the condition 
that the protest demonstra¬ 
tions would stop immediately. 
The proposal, which was put 
together by the council in 
consultation with the United 
States and the EU, was pre¬ 
sented to the Yemeni govern¬ 
ment and the opposition last 
week.

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Governments consider cuts to once-untouchable pensions

When an arbitrator ruled this 
month that Detroit could 
reduce the pensions being 
earned by its police sergeants 
and lieutenants, it put the 
struggling city at the forefront 
of a growing national debate 
over whether the pensions of 
current public workers can or 
should be reduced. 
Conventional wisdom, and 
the laws and constitutions of 
many states, has long held that 
the pensions being earned by 


current government workers 
are untouchable. But as the 
fiscal crisis has lingered, of¬ 
ficials in strapped states from 
California to Illinois have 
begun to take a second look, 
to see whether there might 
be loopholes allowing them 
to cut the pension benefits of 
current employees. Now the 
move in Detroit - made pos¬ 
sible, lawyers said, because 
Michigan’s constitutional pro¬ 
tections are weaker - could 
spur other places to try to fol¬ 
low suit. 


“These things do tend to be 
herd-oriented,” said Sylvester 
J. Schieber, an economist and 
independent consultant who 
studies pensions. 

The mayors of some hard-hit 
cities have said that the high 
costs of pensions have forced 
them to lay off workers: Oak¬ 
land, Calif., laid off one-tenth 
of its police force last year af¬ 
ter failing to win concessions 
on pension costs. 

Elsewhere there is pension 
envy: Some private sector 
workers, who have learned the 
hard way that their companies 
can freeze or reduce pensions 
going forward, resent that 
the pensions of public sector 
workers enjoy stronger legal 
protections. But government 
workers, many of whom were 
recruited with the promise of 
good benefits and pensions, 
say that it would be unfair - 
and in many cases, very likely 
illegal - to change the rules in 
the middle of the game. 

It has been far more common 
for cities and states to adopt 


more modest retirement 
plans for future workers. But 
the savings from new plans 
are initially small, growing 
only over time. Other states 
have gone further, requiring 
workers to work more years 
before retiring, or to contribute 
a higher portion of their 
salaries toward their pensions. 
A few states have rolled back 
cost-of-living increases for 
retirees, prompting lawsuits. 
But reducing the rate at 
which government workers 


earn pension benefits - even 
modestly, as Detroit did - has 
been rare. 

Pension funds can run out of 
money. In Prichard, Ala., a 
small city outside of Mobile, 
the fund ran out in 2009. The 
city stopped sending pension 
checks to its 150 retired 
workers, defying a state law 
that requires it to pay what it 
has promised. In the 19 months 
since the checks stopped, 
18 retirees have died while 
waiting for their money. Q

law firm splits over on marriage act

WASHINGTON - The law firm hired by 
Republicans in the House of Representatives to 
defend the constitutionality of the Defense of 
Marriage Act withdrew Monday amid pressure 
from gay-rights groups. The decision prompted 
the resignation of a prominent partner, who 
said he intended to take the case with him to 
another law office. 

Gay rights groups had criticized the 126-year- 
old, Atlanta-based law firm, King & Spalding, 
saying that its agreement to defend the law, 
which prohibits federal recognition of gay 
marriages, would hurt its ability to recruit and 
retain lawyers. The firm’s chairman, Robert D. 
Hays Jr., said in a statement Monday that the 
firm would no longer defend the law. 

“In reviewing this assignment further, I 
determined that the process used for vetting 


this engagement was inadequate,” he said. 
“Ultimately I am responsible for any mistakes 
that occurred and apologize for the challenges 
this may have created.” 

The firm’s abrupt reversal highlights the 
continuing potency of gay marriage as a 
complicated issue that has scrambled traditional 
political calculations in Washington. President 
Barack Obama has often called the marriage 
act “abhorrent,” but his Justice Department 
defended it for more than a year before 
declaring it unconstitutional. Attorney General 
Eric H. Holder Jr. announced in February that 
the administration would no longer defend 
the act in court. Paul D. Clement, the King & 
Spalding lawyer hired to lead the Republican 
case, resigned after his firm’s decision to 
withdraw. In a letter, Clement said the firm had 
a duty to resist pressure and complete the job 
for which it was hired. □

Barbour won t run for president

WASHINGTON - Gov. Hal¬ 
ey Barbour of Mississippi had 
hired a campaign manager, 
lined up influential Republi¬ 
can activists in early-voting 
states and secured commit¬ 
ments from donors across the 
country, but he surprised them 
all Monday by announcing 
that he was abandoning his 
effort to join the Republican 
presidential race. 

In a telephone call to support¬ 
ers, followed by a brief state¬ 


ment, Barbour said he lacked 
the “absolute fire in the belly” 
that a candidacy would re¬ 
quire. He apologized for flirt¬ 
ing with a presidential bid 
over the past six months and 
then backing away, but said 
he had concluded that he was 
not ready to dedicate himself 
to the “all-consuming effort” a 
campaign would require. 

“I cannot offer that with cer¬ 
tainty,” he said, “and total cer¬ 
tainty is required.” The deci¬ 
sion by Barbour, 63, provided 
the biggest shake-up yet of the 


2012 presidential race. His de¬ 
parture adds another layer of 
uncertainty to the wide-open 
fight for the party’s nomina¬ 
tion and set off a scramble 
among other candidates seek¬ 
ing to sign up his donors and 
supporters. 

Throughout the spring, Bar¬ 
bour has been traveling to 
Iowa, New Hampshire and 
South Carolina, testing his 
support among Republicans 
who cast the first votes. But 
his candidacy faced many 
challenges. 

As a lobbyist, for example, 
he represented tobacco com¬ 
panies, the pharmaceutical 
industry and several foreign 
governments. He sought to 
sell the experience as an ad¬ 
vantage, telling audiences, “I 
saw the sausage factory up 
close,” but his aides braced 


for intense scrutiny. 

His decision touched off a new 
round of speculation about 
Gov. Mitch Daniels of Indi¬ 
ana, a close friend who is also 


weighing the possibility of 
entering the Republican race. 
Daniels has said he intends to 
make a decision as early as 
next month. □

SAN FRANCISCO - Propo¬ 
nents of California’s same-sex 
marriage ban filed a motion 
Monday seeking to vacate the 
historic ruling that overturned 
Proposition 8 because the fed¬ 
eral judge who wrote it is in 
a long-term relationship with 
another man. 

Lawyers for the ban’s backers 
said that Chief U.S. District 
Judge Vaughn Walker should 
have removed himself from 


the case, or at least disclosed 
his relationship status, to 
avoid a real or perceived con¬ 
flict of interest. “Only if Chief 
Judge Walker had unequivo¬ 
cally disavowed any interest 
in marrying his partner could 
the parties and the public be 
confident that he did not have 
a direct personal interest in the 
outcome of the case,” attor¬ 
neys for the coalition of reli¬ 
gious and conservative groups 
that put Proposition 8 on the 
November 2008 ballot wrote.

They are now asking the judge 
who inherited the case when 
Walker retired at the end of 
February to toss out Walker’s 
August 2010 decision. The 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals already is reviewing its 
legal merits at the request of 
the voter-approved measure’s 
sponsors. 

Walker has said that he did not 
consider his sexual orientation 
to be any more a reason for re¬ 


cusal than another judge’s race 
or gender normally would be. 
A spokeswoman said Monday 
that the judge wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on the motion. 

American Foundation for 
Equal Rights President Chad 
Griffin, whose group has 
funded the legal effort to strike 
down Proposition 8, scoffed 
at the notion that the judge’s 
personal life could imperil his 
ruling. Griffin noted that the 


Obama administration recent¬ 
ly had decided to stop defend¬ 
ing the federal law that bans 
recognition of same-sex mar¬ 
riage after determining that it, 
too, was unconstitutional. 
“This motion is another in a 
string of desperate and absurd 
motions by the proponents 
of Proposition 8, who refuse 
to accept that the freedom 
to marry is a Constitutional 
right,” he said.Q

Woman mauled to death by pit bulls 


SANTA FE, New Mexico - A woman has been 
mauled to death by a pack of four pit bulls in 
the town of Truth or Consequences, New Mex¬ 
ico, authorities said on Monday. 

Margaret Salcedo, 48, was walking alone when 
the dogs, which had escaped from a fenced 
yard at a private home, attacked her at an in¬ 
tersection on Sunday afternoon, Truth or Con¬ 
sequences Police Chief Patrick Gallagher said. 
A passerby in a car opened his door to inter¬ 
vene, but he stayed in the vehicle when a dog 
charged him, police said. 

“The officer arrived on the scene in less than 
three minutes, but it must have felt like an eter¬ 
nity to the poor woman being attacked,” Galla¬ 
gher told Reuters. One of the dogs charged the 


officer, who shot and injured the animal, police 
said. All four dogs ran off, and the officer ad¬ 
ministered first aid to the wounded woman. 
Salcedo was bitten on all her extremities and 
lost a lot of blood, Gallagher said. She was tak¬ 
en to a hospital, where she died within hours, 
he said. 

The dogs were later located, and the animal 
that had been shot was dead from its injuries. 
The other three dogs were taken to an animal 
shelter, but authorities said they will not make 
a determination on whether to destroy them un¬ 
til the conclusion of their investigation. 

The dogs belonged to a couple named John and 
Maria Hardiman, who were not present during 
the attack, police said.Q 
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NY Jurors can’t see graphs again in Insider case

NEW YORK - Jurors on 
Monday considered the fate of 
a hedge fund founder accused 
of making tens of millions of 
dollars through insider trading 
after a judge reminded them 
that they can rehear any of the 
dozens of taped conversations 
between the defendant and his 
friends. 

Deliberations began at noon 
Monday as the trial of Raj 
Rajaratnam entered its eighth 
week. They ended for the day 
four hours later after jurors 
asked to see some defense ex¬ 
hibits that they didn’t know 
they already have in binders 
and some graphs prosecutors 
showed them during closings, 
which they can’t see again be¬ 
cause they’re not exhibits. 
Before they were sent away 
to deliberate, jurors were in¬ 
structed on the law by U.S. 
District Judge Richard J. 


Holwell, who said they could 
choose to listen to the secretly 
taped conversations that pros¬ 
ecutors say represented the 
first extensive use of wiretaps 
in an insider trading case. 

The conversations have given 
jurors a colorful dose of the 
go-big-or-go-home mentality 
at Wall Street firms, including 
the offices where the 5 3-year- 
old Rajaratnam made his name 
and enough money to be listed 
for a time among the world’s 
richest billionaires. 

Now the jury must determine 
whether the conduct caught 
on tape was criminal. Regard¬ 
less of its decision, the highly 
publicized audio evidence 
alone seems certain to make 
an impression on high-stakes 
financiers and how they do 
business. 

The wiretaps should “scare 
the hell out of anyone think¬ 
ing about doing insider trad¬ 
ing,” said Ed Novak, a veteran 


white-collar defense attorney 
in Phoenix. 

Federal prosecutors in New 
York played nearly 50 tapes 
of conversations between the 
defendant and fellow portfolio 
managers, analysts and execu¬ 
tives at public companies, in¬ 
cluding some who have plead¬ 
ed guilty to charges that they 
tipped him off. 

Prosecutors accuse Rajarat¬ 
nam, who was arrested in Oc¬ 
tober 2009, of making at least 
$68 million by trading ille¬ 
gally after he started his now- 
defunct family of hedge funds, 
the Galleon Group, more than 
a decade ago. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Jona¬ 
than Streeter said in final 
rebuttal closing arguments 
Monday that the defense 
wanted the jury to defy logic, 
reality and common sense and 
to ignore wiretaps, cooperat¬ 
ing witnesses and a pattern of 
trading securities that points 


Prosecutors review charges 
in attack at McDonald’s 


ROSEDALE, Md. - Baltimore County 
prosecutors are reviewing whether further 
charges, including hate crimes counts, are 
warranted in an attack on a transgender woman 
at a McDonald’s that was caught on video, 
authorities said Monday. 

The review of the April 18 beating also will 
determine whether others will be charged, 
State’s Attorney Scott Shellenberger said 
Monday. 

The video posted online shows a woman being 
attacked outside the restroom of the restaurant 
in Rosedale and apparently having a seizure. 
Teonna Monae Brown, 18, was arrested Friday 
and charged with first- and second-degree 
assault. A 14-year-old girl has been charged as 
a juvenile. 

The woman beaten, 22-year-old Chrissy Fee 
Polis, told The Baltimore Sun that before she 
was attacked she heard a teen say Polis was a 
man using the women’s restroom and accused 


Polis of talking to her man. The 14-year-old 
told police that she and Brown fought with 
Polis over using the restroom, according to 
charging documents. 

Vicky Thoms said she walked into the restaurant 
to find the two teens beating Polis. No one was 
helping the woman and one bystander was 
even recording the attack with his cell phone 
camera, she said. When she stepped up and 
asked the girls to stop, Thoms ended up getting 
punched in the face herself, she said. 

“She hit me like a man would hit and she was 
14 years old,” she said. 

Afterward, a man behind the counter asked 
Thoms if she realized that the person 
being beaten was a not a woman and was 
transgendered. 

“I told him, 'No I didn’t and I don’t care,”’ she 
said. “He said he worked with her and she had 
a smart mouth — in other words, she deserved 
it.’Q

Giffords and her doctors set 


the Cape Canaveral, Fla., trip 
as a goal early on in her reha¬ 
bilitation. It was the hope of 
her husband, Mark Kelly, too 
as he trained to lead NASA’s 
next-to-last space shuttle 
flight. On Monday, doctors 
at TIRR Memorial Hermann 
hospital confirmed the con¬ 
gresswoman will fly to Florida 
to watch Kelly command the 
space shuttle Endeavour when 


it makes its final flight to the 
International Space Station. 
The doctors said Giffords is 
“medically able” to travel and 
that they view the trip as part 
of her rehabilitation from a 
Jan. 8 gunshot wound to the 
head. The congresswoman 
was wounded in a mass shoot¬ 
ing that killed six people in 
Tucson, Ariz. 

It seems an extraordinary ac¬ 
complishment now, that she 
would be able to attend the 
liftoff and that Kelly would 
feel comfortable leaving her 
side to fly into space. The 
launch is set Friday afternoon, 
and President Barack Obama 
and his wife and two daugh¬ 
ters will be there too. Howev¬ 
er, it’s unclear whether they’ll 
sit with Giffords. 

Kelly reported his wife said 
“awesome” and fist-pumped 
when doctors told her she 
could attend the launch, ac¬ 
cording to a transcript of an 
interview with CBS’s Katie 
Couric that will be broad¬ 
cast Monday on the Evening 
News.Q

LITTLETON, Colo. - An 

apparent attempted bombing 
at a Colorado shopping mall 
likely was not related to the

Investigators have found a 
motive but aren’t releasing 
additional information, FBI 
Denver spokesman Dave Joly 
said Monday. 

The agency on Sunday alerted 
field offices covering all 50 
states and Puerto Rico to be 
on the lookout for Earl Albert 
Moore, 65. 

Moore has been named the 
suspect in Wednesday’s fire 
at Southwest Plaza Mall, 
about two miles from Colum¬ 
bine, where 12 students and a 
teacher were killed in 1999. 
Authorities discovered a pipe 
bomb and two propane tanks 
after the fire, raising fears 
from Jefferson County Sher¬ 
iff Ted Mink that the incident 
was timed to coincide with 
the anniversary. 

“It is unlikely that the events 
of 4/20/11 are related to any 
other incident that may have 
occurred on that date, previ¬

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Chernobyl widows mourn as bell tolls 25 times

KIEV, Ukraine - Black-clad 
Orthodox priests sang sol¬ 
emn hymns, Ukrainians lit 
thin wax candles and a bell 
tolled 25 times for the num¬ 
ber of years that have passed 
since the Chernobyl disaster 
as the world began marking 
the anniversary Tuesday of 
the worst nuclear accident in 
history. 

Russian Orthodox Patriarch 
Kirill led the nighttime ser¬ 
vice near a monument to fire¬ 
fighters and cleanup workers 
who died soon after the acci¬ 
dent from acute radiation poi¬ 
soning. 

“The world had not known 
a catastrophe in peaceful 
times that could be compared 
to what happened in Cher¬ 
nobyl,” said Kirill, who was 
accompanied by Ukraine’s 
Prime Minister Mykola Az¬ 
arov and other officials. 

“It’s hard to say how this ca¬ 
tastrophe would have ended if 
it hadn’t been for the people, 
including those whose names 
we have just remembered in 
prayer,” he said in an emo¬ 
tional tribute to the workers 
sent to the Chernobyl plant 
immediately after one of its 
reactors exploded to try to

contain the contamination. 
Tuesday’s service began at 
1:23 a.m. (2123 GMT), the 
time of the blast on April 26, 
1986, that spewed a cloud of 
radioactive fallout over much 
of Europe and forced hun¬ 
dreds of thousands from their 
homes in the most heavily hit 
areas in Ukraine, Belarus and 
western Russia. 


The explosion released about 
400 times more radiation than 
the U.S. atomic bomb dropped 
over Hiroshima. Hundreds 
of thousands were sickened 
and once-pristine forests and 
farmland still remain con¬ 
taminated. The U.N.’s World 
Health Organization said 
at a conference in Kiev last 
week that among the 600,000 
people most heavily exposed 
to the radiation, 4,000 more 
cancer deaths than average 
are expected to be eventually 
found. 

Several hundred Ukrainians, 
mostly widows of plant work¬ 
ers and those sent in to deal 
with the disaster, came to 
Tuesday’s service to pay their 
respects to their loved ones 
and colleagues. Teary-eyed, 
they lit candles, stood in si¬ 
lence and crossed themselves 
to the sound of Orthodox 
chants. 

“Our lives turned around 360 
degrees,” said Larisa Dem¬ 
chenko, 64. She and her hus¬ 
band both worked at the plant, 
and he died nine years ago 
from cancer linked to Cher¬ 
nobyl radiation. 

“It was a wonderful town, 
a wonderful job, wonderful 
people. It was our youth. Then 
it all collapsed,” she said.Q 


Over half of Egypt wants end to Israel peace

CAIRO - More than half of 
all Egyptians would like to 
see the 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel annulled, according to 
results of a poll conducted by 
the U.S.-based Pew Research 
Center released Monday. 

The poll highlights the deep 
unpopularity of the three- 
decade-old treaty, which is 
central to U.S. policy in the 
region and was scrupulously 
adhered to by former Presi¬ 
dent Hosni Mubarak, until his 
Feb. 11 ouster. 

The poll also revealed that 
most Egyptians are optimis¬ 
tic about where the country is 
headed following the 18-day 
popular uprising that brought 
down the president, and they 
look forward to greater de¬ 
mocracy in their country. 

The fall of Egypt’s autocratic 
leader and the rise of a more 
democratic system, however, 
could threaten relations with

neighboring Israel. 

According to the poll results, 
only 36 percent of Egyptians 
are in favor of maintaining the 
treaty, compared with 54 per¬ 
cent who would like to see it 
scrapped. Despite the decades 
of peace and limited trade be¬ 
tween the two countries, most 
Egyptian view the Israelis 


poorly, largely because of per¬ 
ceptions that they mistreat the 
Palestinians. Opinions varied 
according to income, with 
60 percent of lower income 
Egyptians supporting the trea¬ 
ty’s cancellation while only 45 
percent of the wealthier class¬ 
es thinking it should be done 
away with.Q 



NATO strike on Gadhafi HQ 
raises pressure on him

TRIPOLI, Libya - The latest NATO airstrike on Moam¬ 
mar Gadhafi’s compound that reduced parts of it to a smol¬ 
dering ruin steps up pressure on the increasingly embattled 
Libyan leader as he struggles to hold onto the western half 
of the country. 

A Libyan government spokesman denounced Monday’s 
bombing as a failed assassination attempt, saying the 
69-year-old leader was healthy, “in high spirits” and carry¬ 
ing on business as usual. 

A separate airstrike elsewhere in Tripoli targeted Libyan 
TV and temporarily knocked it off the air, a government 
spokesman said, speaking on condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause he was not authorized to brief reporters. 

Since an armed uprising erupted in mid-February, Gadhafi 
has been clinging to control in the western half of Libya, 
while opposition forces run most of the east. A NATO cam¬ 
paign of airstrikes has sought to break a battlefield stale¬ 
mate, and the U.S. last week added armed U.S. Predator 
drones to the mission. Italy said Monday its military will 

join in strategic bombing 
raids in Libya. 

NATO said its latest airstrike 
sought to destroy a commu¬ 
nications headquarters used 
to coordinate attacks on ci¬ 
vilians. A spokesman for the 
alliance said it is increasingly 
targeting facilities linked to 
Gadhafi’s regime. 

“We have moved on to those 
command and control facili¬ 
ties that are used to coordinate such attacks by regime forc¬ 
es,” the spokesman said of the strike on Bab al-Aziziya, 
which was hit last month, early in the NATO air campaign. 
The official spoke on condition of anonymity in line with 
military briefing regulations. 

Gadhafi’s forces unleashed new shelling Monday on Mis- 
rata that killed at least 10 people, following a weekend 
pounding that belied government claims its troops were 
holding their fire as they withdrew from the western city 
that has been besieged for nearly two months. 

Among the dead from a shattered residential neighborhood 
was an entire family, according to a doctor in Misrata. 
Mourners later carried six crudely constructed coffins of 
family members, plus one child who had been visiting, to a 
funeral near a mosque. 

Local hospitals have been overwhelmed by the rising ca¬ 
sualties. “As soon as we clear out the hospital of injuries, 
Gadhafi fills it up for us again,” said the doctor, speaking 
on condition of anonymity for fear of reprisal. 

The assault on Misrata, which has claimed hundreds of 
lives, has deepened Gadhafi’s international isolation.□

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Taliban tunnel mare than 480 out of Afghan prison

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan 
- During the long Afghan 
winter, Taliban insurgents 
were apparently busy 
underground. 

The militants say they spent 
more than five months 
building a 1,050-foot tunnel 
to the main prison in southern 
Afghanistan, bypassing 
government checkpoints, 
watch towers and concrete 
barriers topped with razor 
wire. The diggers finally 
poked through Sunday and 
spent 4 1/2 hours ferrying 
away more than 480 inmates 
without a shot being fired, 
according to the Taliban and 
Afghan officials. Most of 
the prisoners were Taliban 
militants. Accounts of the 
extraordinary prison break, 
carried out in the dead of 
night, suggest collusion with 
prison guards, officials or 
both. Following a recent 
wave of assassinations here, 
the breakout underscores 
the weakness of the 
Afghan government in the 
south despite an influx of 
international troops, funding 
and advisers. It also highlights 
the spirit and resourcefulness 
of the Taliban despite months 
of battlefield setbacks. 
Officials at Sarposa prison 
in Kandahar city, the one¬ 
time Taliban capital, say 
they discovered the breach at 


about 4 a.m. Monday, a half- 
hour after the Taliban say they 
had gotten all the prisoners 
safely to a house at the other 
end of the tunnel.Government 
officials corroborated parts 
of the Taliban account. They 
confirmed the tunnel was dug 
from a house within shooting 
distance of the prison and that 
the inmates had somehow 
gotten out of their locked cells 
and disappeared into the night. 
Kandahar remains relatively 
warm even during winter and 
the ground would not have 
frozen while insurgents were 
digging the tunnel. 

Police showed reporters the 
roughly hewn hole that was 
punched through the cement 
floor of the prison cell. The 
opening was about 3 feet 
(1 meter) in diameter, and 
the tunnel dropped straight 
down for about 5 feet (1.5 
meters) and then turned in the 
direction of the house where it 
originated. 

But access was denied to 
the tunnel itself, and it was 
unclear how the Taliban were 
able to move so many men 
out of the prison so quickly. 
Also unclear was why guards 
would not have heard the 
diggers punch through the 
cement floor, and whether 
they supervise the inside of 
the perimeters at night. 

A man who claimed he helped 
organize those inside the 
prison told The Associated 


Press in a phone call that he 
and his accomplices obtained 
copies of the keys for the cells 
ahead of time from “friends.” 
He did not say who those 
friends were. 

“There were four or five of 
us who knew that our friends 
were digging a tunnel from 
the outside,” said Mohammad 
Abdullah, who said he had 
been in Sarposa prison for 
two years after being captured 
in nearby Zhari district with a 
stockpile of weapons. “Some 
of our friends helped us by 
providing copies of the keys. 
When the time came at night, 
we managed to open the doors 
for friends who were in other 
rooms.” 

He said the diggers broke 


through Sunday morning 
and that the inmates in the 
cell covered the hole with a 
prayer rug until the middle of 
the night, when they started 
quietly opening the doors of 
cells and ushering prisoners in 
small groups into the tunnel. 
He said they woke the inmates 
up four or five at a time to 
sneak them out quietly. They 
also didn’t want too many 
people crawling through the 
narrow and damp tunnel at 
one time because of worries 
that they would run out of 
oxygen, Abdullah said. 

The AP reached Abdullah 
on a phone number supplied 
by a Taliban spokesman. 
His account could not 
immediately be verified. 


The Taliban statement said 
it took 4 1/2 hours for all 
the prisoners to clear the 
tunnel, with the final inmates 
emerging into the house at 
3:30 a.m. They then used a 
number of vehicles to shuttle 
the escaped convicts to secure 
locations. Reporters were not 
allowed into that building, 
but officials pointed out the 
mud-walled compound with 
a brown gate and shops on 
either side. The city’s police 
mounted a massive search 
operation for the escaped 
convicts. They shot and killed 
two inmates who tried to 
evade capture and re-arrested 
another 26, said Tooryalai 
Wesa, the provincial 
governor. □

Haiti delays certification of 19 legislative races

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti - 

International observers began 
examining contested tallies 
from 19 legislative races 
Monday shortly after Haitian 
officials announced they 
would delay certification of 
results of last month’s runoff 
election. 

Colin Granderson, head of 
the election observer mission 
for Organization of American 
States and the Caribbean 
Community bloc, said a 
team of monitors was sifting 
through the results. 

“We’re doing an analysis 
of the decisions taken by 
the electoral tribunal,” 
Granderson told The 
Associated Press. 

Scrutiny of the results comes 


after U.S. diplomats said 
last week they wanted a 
public explanation of how 
17 Chamber of Deputies 
candidates and one Senate 
candidate were declared 
winners by Haiti’s election 
commission with far more 
votes than they had when 
preliminary returns were 
announced April 4. 

The U.S. Embassy in Port-au- 
Prince said the legitimacy of 
the legislative races would be 
up in the air if Haitian officials 
didn’t explain the results. 

The United Nations, which has 
a peacekeeping force in Haiti, 
also expressed concerns. 

In a Monday statement, 
Gaillot Dorsinvil, president of 
Haiti’s election commission, 
said the panel would delay 
publishing the results for 19

legislative races in the March 
20 runoff “for the sake of 
transparency and in the best 
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interests of the nation.” 
Dorsinvil didn’t disclose 
any details about the 19th 
contested race, which was in 
addition to the 18 questioned 
by U.N. and U.S. diplomats. 
Granderson identified the 
19th contest as a second 
Senate contest. 

The new results announced 
last week gave the political 
party of outgoing President 
Rene Preval 46 of the 99 seats 
in the Chamber of Deputies 
and an absolute majority 
in the Senate with 17 of 30 
seats. That kind of presence 
in parliament would give 
Preval’s Unity party greater 
control over key government 
decisions, including who is 
approved as the next prime 
minister, Haiti’s No. 2 official. 
On Monday, Unity protests 
set up flaming barricades in 
a Port-au-Prince slum, calling 
for the election results to be 
respected. U.N. peacekeepers 
later extinguished the fires. 


“We won’t lose our vote,” 
Unity deputy candidate 
Daniel Saint-Hilaire said. 
Saint-Hilaire, whose bid for 
a seat was one of those in 
question, won 49 percent of the 
votes in the runoff, according 
to the results announced last 
week. Preliminary results had 
shown him in second with 45 
percent of the vote, compared 
to 51 percent for his rival. 

The legislative elections 
were held alongside Haiti’s 
presidential runoff, and pop 
singer Michel “Sweet Micky” 
Martelly was declared 
the official winner for the 
nation’s top post last week 
in a landslide win. Martelly, 
a first-time politician, is 
scheduled to be inaugurated 
May 14. 

Martelly, who is not a 
member of Unity, called 
for an investigation into the 
election results during a visit 
to Washington last week. 
The U.S. and members of 
the international community 
financed the elections. 

Since the final results were 
announced, sporadic protests 
have also popped up in 
the countryside. An arson 
attack killed one person and 
injured three last week in a 
town near the border with 
the Dominican Republic. An 
official with the Boston-based 
Partners in Health aid group 
said the attack was “certainly 
associated” with election 
results while cautioning that 
the group was not aware of an 
exact motive. 

Haitian national police 
spokesman Frantz Lerebours 
has said he had no knowledge 
of the attack. □ 
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Yemen troops kill 2 in new clashes with protesters

SANAA, Yemen - Forces loyal 
to Yemen’s embattled presi¬ 
dent opened fire on protesters 
demanding his ouster Mon¬ 
day, killing two and wound¬ 
ing dozens at various protests, 
activists said. 

The latest violence came as a 
Gulf Arab proposal for Presi¬ 
dent Ali Abdullah Saleh to 
step down appears increas¬ 
ingly doomed, raising pros¬ 
pects of more bloodshed and 
instability in a nation already 
beset by deep poverty and 
conflict. 

Yemen’s unrest erupted over 
two months ago, inspired 
by uprisings in Tunisia and 
Egypt. The near-daily pro¬ 
tests against Saleh, the coun¬ 
try’s ruler of 32 years, have 
demanded he relinquish pow¬ 
er immediately. 

Monday’s deaths came dur¬ 
ing protests in the cities of 
Ibb and Bayda, said activist 
Ibrahim al-Budani. 

In the city of Ibb, 120 miles 
(190 kilometers) south of the 
capital Sanaa, demonstrators 
set fire to two cars used by 
government-paid thugs who 
shot at them but the attackers 
managed to flee, he said. 

In the southern city of Taiz, 
presidential guard troops, 
who are run by Saleh’s eldest 


son, fired bullets and tear gas 
into tens of thousands of pro¬ 
testers gathered there, accord¬ 
ing to activist Nouh al-Wafi. 
Dr. Sadeq al-Shujae of Taiz 
said more than 41 protesters 
were wounded when police 
opened fire and six people had 
to undergo critical operations. 
Al-Wafi said the protest¬ 
ers were rallying for Saleh’s 
ouster with a simple chant: 
“Leave!” He said the troops 
prevented ambulances from 
getting to the wounded, and 
that several people and local 
journalists were arrested. 

Also Monday, some six dem¬ 
onstrators were hurt by plain¬ 
clothes police and thugs who 
threw stones at a huge rally in 
the capital Sanaa, according 
to Abdul-Malek al-Youssefi, 
an activist and protest orga¬ 
nizer. 

On Saturday, Saleh agreed 
to a formula by a Gulf Arab 
group, the Gulf Cooperation 
Council, for him to transfer 
power to his vice president 
within 30 days of a deal being 
signed in exchange for immu¬ 
nity from prosecution for him 
and his sons. 

A coalition of seven opposi¬ 
tion parties generally accept¬ 
ed the deal but thousands on 
Sunday remained in a perma¬ 
nent protest camp in Sanaa, 
and their leaders said they 


suspected the president is just 
maneuvering to buy time and 
cling to power, as he has done 
in the past.

WHAT ABOUT AMERICAN GIRLS SOIDP

On one level, American poli¬ 
tics looks amazingly stable. 
President Barack Obama’s 
approval rating is about 47 
percent, and it hasn’t changed 
much in well over a year. 
Health care reform is mildly 
unpopular, and the public’s 
view hasn’t shifted much 
since before it was passed. 
According to Pew Research 
Center polls, the public is 
evenly divided over which 
party can do a better job of 
handling foreign policy, the 
job situation, Social Security 
reform, health care reform and 
many other issues. It looks 
like we’re back to the 50-50 
stasis that has been the norm 
for the past few decades. 
Moreover, the two parties are 
about to run utterly famil¬ 
iar political campaigns. The 
Democrats are going to prom¬ 
ise to raise taxes on the rich to 
preserve the welfare state, just 
as they have since 1980. The 
Republicans are going to vow 
to cut taxes and introduce 
market mechanisms to reform 
the welfare state, just as they 
have since 1980. 

The country is about to be of¬ 
fered the same two products: 
one from Soviet Production 
Facility A (the Republicans), 
and the other from Soviet Pro¬ 
duction Facility B (the Demo¬ 
crats). It will react just as it 
always has. 

From this you could easily get 
the impression that American 
politics are trundling along 
as usual. But this stability is 
misleading. The current ar¬ 
rangements are stagnant but 
also fragile. American politics 
is like a boxing match atop a 
platform. Once you’re on the 
platform, everything looks 
normal. But when you step 
back, you see that the beams 
and pillars supporting the 
platform are cracking and rot¬ 


ting. 

This cracking and rotting is 
originally caused by a se¬ 
ries of structural problems 
that transcend any economic 
cycle: There are structural 
problems in the economy as 
growth slows and the middle 
class incomes stagnate. There 
are structural problems in the 
welfare state as baby boomers 
spend lavishly on themselves 
and impose horrendous costs 
on future generations. There 
are structural problems in 
energy markets as the rise of 
China and chronic instabil¬ 
ity in the Middle East leads 
to volatile gas prices. There 
are structural problems with 
immigration policy and tax 
policy and on and on. 

As these problems have gone 
unaddressed, Americans have 
lost faith in the credibility of 
their political system, which is 
the one resource the entire re¬ 
gime is predicated upon. This 
loss of faith has contributed to 
a complex but dark national 
mood. The country is anxious, 
pessimistic, ashamed, help¬ 
less and defensive. 

The share of Americans who 
say they trust government to 
do the right thing most of the 
time is scuttling along at his¬ 
toric lows. Approval of Con¬ 
gress and most other institu¬ 
tions has slid. Seventy percent 
of Americans think the coun¬ 
try is on the wrong track, ac¬ 
cording to a New York Times/ 
CBS poll. Nearly two-thirds 
believe the nation is in de¬ 
cline, according to a variety 
of surveys. 

Over the past months, we’ve 
seen a fascinating phenom¬ 
enon. The public mood has 
detached from the economic 
cycle. In normal times, eco¬ 
nomic recoveries produce 
psychological recoveries. 
At least at the moment, that 
seems not to be happening. 
The U.S. has experienced 
nine straight months of slow 
economic growth. The unem¬ 
ployment rate has fallen, and, 
in March, the U.S. economy 
added a robust 216,000 jobs. 
Yet the public mood is darken¬ 
ing, not brightening. The New 
York Times/CBS poll showed 
a 13 percentage point increase 
in the number of Americans 
who believe things are getting 
worse. Q

When we hear about human 
trafficking in India or Cambo¬ 
dia, our hearts melt. The vic¬ 
tim has sometimes been kid¬ 
napped and imprisoned, even 
caged, in a way that conjures 
our images of slavery. 

But in the United States we 
see girls all the time who 
have been trafficked - and our 
hearts harden. The problem is 
that these girls aren’t locked 
in cages. Rather, they’re of¬ 
ten runaways out on the street 
wearing short skirts or busting 
out of low-cut tops, and many 
Americans perceive them not 
as trafficking victims but as 
miscreants who have cho¬ 
sen their way of life. So even 
when they’re 14 years old, 
we often arrest and prosecute 
them - even as the trafficker 
goes free. 

In fact, human trafficking is 
more similar in America and 
Cambodia than we would 
like to admit. Teenage girls 


on U.S. streets may appear 
to be selling sex voluntarily, 
but they’re often utterly con¬ 
trolled by violent pimps who 
take every penny they earn. 
From johns to judges, Ameri¬ 
cans often suffer form a pro¬ 
found misunderstanding of 
how teenage prostitution actu¬ 
ally works - and fail to appre¬ 
ciate that it’s one of our coun¬ 
try’s biggest human rights 
problems. Fortunately, a ter¬ 
rific new book called “Girls 
Like Us,” by Rachel Lloyd, 
herself a trafficking survivor, 
illuminates the complexities 
of the sex industry. 

Lloyd is British and the prod¬ 
uct of a troubled home. As a 
teenager, she dropped out of 
school and ended up working 
as a stripper and prostitute, 
controlled by a pimp whom 
she loved in a very compli¬ 
cated way - even though he 
beat her. 

One of the most vexing ques¬ 
tions people have is why teen¬ 
age girls don’t run away more 
often from pimps who assault 
them and extract all the mon¬ 
ey they earn. Lloyd struggles 
to answer that question about 
her own past and about the 
girls she works with today. 
The answers have to do with 
lack of self-esteem and lack of 
alternatives, as well as terror 
of the pimp and a misplaced 
love for him. 

Jocular references to pimps in 
popular songs or movies are 
baffling. They aren’t business 


partners of teenage girls; they 
are modern slave drivers. And 
pimping attracts criminals be¬ 
cause it is lucrative and not 
particularly risky as criminal 
behavior goes: police arrest 
the girls, but don’t often go 
after the pimps. (In fairness, 
pimping is a tough crime to 
prove, partly because the star 
witness is often a girl with a 
string of prostitution arrests 
who leaves a poor impression 
on a jury.) 

Eventually, Lloyd did escape 
her pimp after he nearly killed 
her, but starting over was 
tough, and she had trouble fit¬ 
ting in. When she showed up 
at church in a skirt she liked, 
four women separately came 
over to her pew with clothing 
to cover her legs. 

“Apparently skirts need to be 
longer than your jacket,” she 
recalls. “Who knew?” 

Then Lloyd came to the Unit¬ 
ed States to begin working 
with troubled teenage girls - 
and found her calling. In 1998, 
at the age of 23, she founded 
GEMS, short for Girls Edu¬ 
cational and Mentoring Ser¬ 
vices, a program for trafficked 
girls that has won human 
rights awards and helped pass 
a landmark anti-trafficking 
law in New York State. On the 
side, Lloyd earned a college 
degree and then a master’s, 
graduating summa cum laude. 
Lloyd’s story is extraordinari¬ 
ly inspiring, as is the work she 
is doing.□

Bugs emerge to bug us, 
a few pose health risks

WASHINGTON - It’s that 
time of year when the bugs 
emerge to bug us. 

Some can pose real threats 
Lyme disease from tiny 
ticks, West Nile virus 
from mosquitoes, or life- 
threatening allergic reactions 
to bee stings. But most bug 
bites in this country are an 
itchy nuisance. 

How itchy or big the welt 
depends in part on your 
own skin, how much of the 
chemical histamine it harbors. 
Yes, some people really are 


mosquito magnets. And no, 
most of the bites people blame 
on spiders aren’t from them at 
all. 

In fact, chances are you won’t 
be able to tell the culprit 
unless you catch it in the act. 
Yet doctors and entomologists 
alike field calls asking, “What 
bit me?” 

“People call up really bummed 
out,” says spider expert 
Jonathan Coddington of the 
Smithsonian Institution’s 
National Museum of Natural 
History, who points to just 
two worrisome types in the 
U.S., the black widow and 
brown recluse family. Spider 
phobia, he says, is “out of all 
proportion to actual risk.” 

It’s not uncommon to have 
a large skin reaction to 
any bite or sting, and Dr. 
Reid Blackwelder, a family 
physician from East Tennessee 
State University, sees a couple 
of them a week in the early 
spring and summer. 

“Most of the time, what 
people need is reassurance,” 
he says.Q 


Acne antibiotics not linked to drug resistance 


PENNSYLVANIA - Long¬ 
term use of antibiotics to 
treat acne doesn’t seem to 
spur bacteria into becoming 
resistant to the medications, a 
new study finds. 

The finding came as a bit of 
a surprise, since widespread 
use of antibiotics has been 
credited with encouraging 
antibiotic resistance 

in bacteria generally. 
Researchers at the University 
of Pennsylvania School 
of Medicine assessed the 
prevalence of Staphylococcus 
aureus bacteria on 83 patients 
treated for acne. 

Some of the patients were 
using antibiotics while others 
were not using the drugs. 
“While S. aureus colonizes the 
skin, it can also be responsible 
for localized cutaneous [skin] 
infections and life-threatening 
systemic infections,” the 
study authors wrote in a 
journal news release. 

“At one time, it was sensitive 
to many antibiotics and 
antimicrobial agents,” they 
said. 

“However, because of its 
ability to adapt to these 
therapies andbecome resistant,

clinical scenarios now exist in 
which few therapeutic options 
remain to treat this organism. 
Therefore, methicillin- 

resistant S. aureus (MRSA) 
has become commonplace.” 
The researchers found that 
36 of the acne patients were 
colonized with S. aureus. 
Two of those 36 patients had 
MRS A; 20 had S. aureus 
solely in their throats; one- 
quarter had S. aureus only in 
their noses, and seven had it 
in their noses and throats. 
“Long-term use of antibiotics 
decreased the prevalence of S. 
aureus colonization by nearly 


70 percent,” the researchers 
wrote. “A decreased rate of 
colonization was noted with 
the use of both oral and topical 
antibiotics.” Surprisingly, 
“fewer than 10 percent of 
the isolates of S. aureus were 
resistant to tetracyclines, 
the most commonly used 
antibiotic family to treat 
acne,” they continued. 
“Resistance to [the 
antibiotics] erythromycin 
and clindamycin was mostly 
prevalent among our isolates 
and was noted in the patients 
who did and did not use 
antibiotics.

New pill for MS shows promise

CALIFORNIA - A new oral 
medication for the treatment 
of multiple sclerosis (MS) 
shows promise in slowing 
disease progression, limiting 
brain atrophy and reducing 
MS relapses, a recently 
completed two-year clinical 
trial demonstrates. 

The findings concern 


the experimental drug 
laquinimod, and stem from 
work with over 1,100 MS 
patients at 139 medical 
facilities in 24 countries. 

The study found that to date, 
the new drug appears to be 
both safe and well-tolerated. If 
the experimental medication is 
eventually approved for use, it 
would be only the second oral 
MS drug available to patients, 
alongside a number of long¬ 
standing injectable options. 
“The injectables aren’t going 
to go away,” commented Dr. 
Scott S. Zamvil, a professor 
of neurology and faculty 
member in the program in 
immunology at the University 
of California.□ 


People with epilepsy more prone to brain tumors 


People with epileptic seizures 
are much more likely than 
others to be diagnosed with 
a brain tumor, a new study 
indicates. 

The findings suggest that 
epileptic seizures may 
indicate the presence of a very 
early-stage tumor or a tumor 
that hasn’t been detected on 
brain scans, the researchers 
noted. 

They looked at data 
on hospital admissions 
between 1963 and 2005 and 
subsequent diagnoses of, or 
deaths from, brain tumors 
among those patients. The 
analysis revealed that people 
who had a first-ever hospital 
admission for epileptic 
seizure were nearly 20 times

The cautious outlook rattled 
some investors already worried 
that Netflix’s earnings will 
be squeezed as the company 
faces more competition in 
the Internet video-streaming 
market. Netflix’s early 
success in streaming movies 
and TV shows over high¬ 
speed Internet connections 
has propelled a prosperous 
stretch that has increased the 
company’s stock price by 
about eightfold since the end 
of 2008. 

The shares backtracked 
Monday, retreating $13.27, 
or 5.3 percent, to $238.40 
in extending trading after 
N etflix ’ s first- quarter 

numbers and outlook came 
out. 

After adding more than 3 
million customers for the 
second-consecutive quarter, 
Netflix ended March with 

23.6 million subscribers in 
the U.S. and Canada. Of that 
total, 22.8 million are in the 
U.S. — the same number of 
households subscribing to 
Comcast’s cable-TV service 


at the end of December. 
Comcast is scheduled to 
release its March numbers 
next week when it reports its 
first-quarter results. 

Netflix, which is based in 
Los Gatos, is now part of 
the entertainment menu in 
about one in every five U.S. 
households. 

What’s really clear is 
consumers love Netflix 
streaming,” CEO Reed 
Hastings said in a Monday 
interview. 

Hastings, though, said he 
doesn’t view Netflix as a threat 
to Comcast. He believes most 
consumers still consider cable 
TV to be more indispensible 
than video streaming. 

As a result, he has been trying 
to position Netflix’s video 
streaming service as an ally 
that could help Comcast and 
other cable providers attract 
and retain more subscribers 
for their high-speed Internet 
services. 

But some Internet service 
providers are starting to 
crack down on heavy users 
of Netflix’s streaming 
service by threatening 
to impose surcharges on 
households whose downloads 
exceed certain limits. 
Netflix responded to new 
limits imposed by Rogers 
Communications Inc. in 
Canada by reprogramming 
its streaming service in that 
country so it would devour 
less bandwidth. 

Netflix earned $60.2 million, 
or $1.11 per share, during the 
first quarter. That was up 87 
percent from $32.3 million, or 
59 cents per share, at the same 
time last year.

NEW ORLEANS - With all 
of the ups and downs of the 
stock markets over the past 
decade, the average investor 
might wonder who’s watching 
over his mutual funds. 

In the case of the Burkenroad 
Fund, it’s a group of students 
at Tulane University’s 
Freeman School of Business 
who spend hours combing 
through the financial reports 
of companies that a lot of 
retail investors haven’t heard 
of and analysts don’t follow 
— and eventually find many 
of the stocks the fund buys. 
The results over a decade 
of student involvement 
aren’t anything to sneeze at. 
According to Burkenroad’s 
prospectus, the no-load 
version of the fund, which 
started Dec. 31, 2001, had 
returned 11.9 percent since 
inception through March 31, 
2011. The fund, managed by 
Biloxi, Miss.-based banker 
Hancock Holding Co., has 
current assets of about $70 
million. The fund licenses 
its name from the university, 
but is managed independently 
from the school. 

The Russell 2000 index, 
a benchmark barometer 
of small- and mid-cap 
companies, returned an 
overall 7.5 percent over the 
same time. 

In the recessionary year of 
2008, when many 401(k) 
plans lost much of their 


value, the Burkenroad fund 
suffered a loss of just under 
25 percent compared to 33.8 
percent for the Russell 2000 
index. But both rebounded the 
following year. And for the 
three years ending March 31, 
the Burkenroad fund returned 
10.72 percent compared to 8.6 
percent for the Russell 2000 
index. 

Peter Ricchiuti, who teaches 
the stock analysis course, 
said he picks most of the 
companies, and students come 
up with others. He said the 
Burkenroad fund’s reliance 
on student reports is unique, 
although other business 
schools put their students 
to the task of researching 
investments for university 
endowments. 

About 200 students over the 
current school year have been 
evaluating 40 companies 
across the South. Considering 
the region, it’s not surprising 
that 15 of the companies have 
some sort of involvement 
in the petroleum industry. 
The others include regional 
banks, as well as insurance, 
consumer goods, chicken- 
and egg- processing and retail 
companies. 

All of their final analyses — 
known as Burkenroad Reports 
— are available to the public. 
“At the Freeman school, we 
do our due diligence and 
take a more long-term look at 
investing,” said Anthony Elia, 
a 25-year-old graduate student 
in finance from Pasadena. □

NEW YORK - In the lightest 
volume session of the year, U.S. 
stocks fell on Monday after a 
lowered outlook from Kimberly- 
Clark increased concerns 
about higher commodity costs 
squeezing profits in coming 
quarters. 

About 5.4 billion shares 
traded on the New York Stock 
Exchange, the American Stock 
Exchange and Nasdaq, below 
the daily average of 7.74 billion. 
Kimberly-Clark (KMB.N) fell 
2.7 percent to $64.24 after it 
cut the low end of its full-year 
outlook because the costs of 
pulp and other goods rose more 
than twice as much as it had 
expected. 

The threat of rising commodity 
costs will remain in the spotlight 


for one of the busiest weeks of 
earnings, with 180 S&P 500 
companies set to report this 
week, including other major 
consumer names like Procter & 
Gamble (PG.N) and Colgate- 
Palmolive (CL.N).”That is going 
to be the next thing that happens 
— the forward guidance is going 
to start to become impacted 
because of higher prices,” said 
Ken Polcari, managing director 
of ICAP Equities in New York. 
“This non-existent inflation that 
(the Federal Reserve) keeps 
talking about is elusive, because 
there clearly is much more 
inflation than they care to admit 
at the moment.” 

Kimberly-Clark, maker of 
Kleenex tissue and Huggies 
disposable diapers, is among 


companies highly vulnerable to 
rising commodity costs because 
its products contain oil-based 
materials and paper. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average (.DJI) dropped 26.11 
points, or 0.21 percent, to end 
at 12,479.88. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 Index (.SPX) shed 
2.13 points, or 0.16 percent, 
to 1,335.25. But the Nasdaq 
Composite Index (.IXIC) gained 
5.72 points, or 0.20 percent, to 
close at 2,825.88. 

Johnson Controls Inc (JCI.N) 
fell 2.8 percent to $39.60 after 
the company, one of the world’s 
largest auto suppliers, said 
its fiscal third-quarter results 
would be hit by a drop in car 
production following Japan’s 
massive earthquake last month. 


[ID:nN25139917] Japan’s 
earthquake has disrupted the 
supply of auto parts and forced 
auto companies to idle plants. 
Through Monday, 75 percent 
of the 151 companies in the 
S&P 500 that have reported 
results have beaten analysts’ 
expectations. That is just above 
the average over the past four 
quarters but well above the 
average of 62 percent since 
1994, according to Thomson 
Reuters data. 

The Nasdaq edged higher, 
boosted by SanDisk Corp 
(SNDK.O), up 1.6 percent at 
$49.78 after raising its 2011 
margin outlook late on Thursday. 
But energy and materials 
companies’ shares ranked among 
the worst performers, with the 


PHLX oil service sector index 
(.OSX) off 0.9 percent and the 
S&P Materials Index (.GSPM) 
down 0.7 percent. Oil prices 
slipped in thin, choppy trade 
as a sell-off in silver from near 
record highs lifted the dollar off 
its lows, prompting a bout of 
profit taking in crude. 

The CBOE Volatility Index 
(.VIX) rose 7.4 percent after 
falling last week to its lowest 
level since 2007. 

NETFLIX FALLS LATE 
After the closing bell, Netflix 
Inc (NFLX.O) fell 4.5 percent 
to $240.44 after the video rental 
company reported better-than- 
expected profit and revenue, 
but issued an outlook for the 
second quarter that disappointed 
investors. □ 


Oracle replaces CFO as Safra 
Catz gets the job again

BOSTON - Oracle Corp has 
replaced its chief financial 
officer less than three years 
after he joined the company, 
tapping its president Safra 
Catz to do the job. 

The company said on Monday 
that CFO Jeffrey Epstein 
resigned, but did not give a 
reason. Epstein, who joined 
Oracle in September 2008, 
could not immediately be 
reached for comment. 

Epstein had little visibility 
with investors. During 
quarterly earnings conference 
calls, it was Catz who read the 
company’s closely monitored 
profit forecasts and not 
Epstein. 

Epstein reported to Catz and 
not to Chief Executive Larry 
Ellison. 

“The CFO role at Oracle is 
different from the CFO role 
at other companies. It’s not as 


high profile,” said Jefferies & 
Co analyst Ross MacMillan. 
The company’s presidents 
have decision-making 

authority in many areas that 
would typically fall under the 
CFO at a large corporation, 
MacMillan said. 


Catz, who has been a 
president of Oracle since 
2004, concurrently served as 
chief financial officer from 
November 2005 to September 
2008. 

Oracle shares fell 1.1 percent 
to $34.40 in extended trade.□ 


Barrick challenges Minmetals with rich Equinox bid 


NEW YORK- Barrick Gold 
Corp (ABX.TO) (ABX.N) 
has agreed to pay C$7.3 
billion ($7.68 billion) for 
Equinox Minerals (EQN. 
TO) (EQN.AX), pitting the 
world’s largest gold miner 
against a unit of China’s top 
metals trader in a battle for 
increasingly scarce copper 
assets. 

Equinox shares jumped 11.6 
percent in Toronto after the 
announcement on Monday, 
a signal that investors 
believe an even higher bid 
could emerge from China’s 
Minmetals Resources (1208. 
HK) as copper prices keep 
pushing into record territory. 
Barrick shares shed 6.7

The $24 million expansion 
is slated for downtown 
Providence, he said.The new 
office could be open as early 
as next year.

“In 
order to facilitate continued 
growth we need a third site.” 
The state’s incentive program 
calculates the size of the tax 
break based on the projected 
income tax revenue to be 
generated by new jobs. Only 
jobs paying salaries higher 
than the state median wage 
qualify for the program. □

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Injured Broadway ‘Spider-Man’ actor rejoins show

NEW YORK - An actor se¬ 
riously injured at the Broad¬ 
way musical “Spider-Man: 
Turn Off the Dark” returned 
to work Monday, only four 
months after he plummeted 35 
feet from an onstage platform. 
“I feel amazing,” said Christo¬ 
pher Tierney before reporting 
for rehearsals at the Foxwoods 
Theatre. 

He said the accident in De¬ 
cember didn’t give him sec¬ 
ond-thoughts about rejoining 
the stunt heavy show: “I’m 


ready to put on the harness 
right now and fly around.” 
Tierney, 31, suffered a frac¬ 
tured skull, a fractured shoul¬ 
der blade, four broken ribs 
and three broken vertebrae 
on Dec. 20 when he tumbled 
in front of a shocked preview 
audience. Taken away from 
the theater in a stretcher, the 
actor had to wear a back brace 
and had eight screws put in his 
back. 

The pins were removed three 
months early and Tierney said 
he had been itching to return 
but had to get doctors to sign 


off first. He said he was 85 
percent to 90 percent fully fit. 
“My back healed really well, 
thank God,” he said to a gag¬ 
gle of reporters outside the 
stage entrance to the theater. 
Asked if he was nuts to return 
after being hurt so badly, Tier¬ 
ney responded with a laugh. 
“Yeah, slightly,” he said. 
Wearing jeans, sneakers, a hat 
and a gray jacket, the actor 
added, “I come back because 
I love it. I love being on stage. 
I love my cast.’’Tierney re¬ 
turns to a different show than 
the one he left in December. 
While the actor healed, the 
$65 million musical — the 
most expensive in Broadway 
history — parted ways with 
director and co-book writer 
Julie Taymor, and choreogra¬ 
pher Daniel Ezralow, among 
others. U2’s Bono and The 


Edge remain as songwriters, 
though the show’s music is 
also being changed. 

Tierney, of Portsmouth, N.H., 
said he had recently spoken 
to Taymor and called her a 
“loyal friend.” He said she 
had reached out to him after 
hearing he was returning to 
the show and wanted to make 
sure he was feeling up to it. 
The show is currently on hia¬ 
tus until previews begin again 
on May 12. 

The new creative team — in¬ 
cluding director Philip Wil¬ 
liam McKinley and play¬ 
wright Roberto Aguirre-Saca- 
sa, musical consultant Paul 
Bogaev and sound designer 
Peter Hylenski — has an¬ 
nounced a new opening day of 
June 14. Taymor is still billed 
as director and remains a part 
of the production. □

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Airports to close 
in volcano event

WASHINGTON - The disruptive closing of some European 
airports after last year’s volcanic eruption in Iceland was the 
right thing to do and may have saved lives, a new study con¬ 
cludes. 

The hard, sharp particles of volcanic ash blasted high into the 
air could have caused jet engines to fail and sandblasted air¬ 
plane windows to the point where it would be impossible to 
see out, according to a study led by Sigurdur Gislason of the 
University of Iceland. 

“We showed that the airport closures were justified,” said co¬ 
author Susan Stipp of the University of Copenhagen, Denmark. 
Their research was being published Tuesday in the Proceedings 
of the National Academy of Sciences. 

The eruptions began April 14, 2010, with an explosive blast at 
Eyjafjallajokull (ay-yah-FYAH-lah-yer-kuhl) volcano, and ash 
continued to spew for weeks. The event forced most countries 
in northern Europe to shut their airspace between April 15-20, 
grounding more than 100,000 flights and an estimated 10 mil¬ 
lion travelers worldwide. The shutdown cost airlines more than 
$2 billion. 

If the ash particles were sucked into jet engines they could have 
melted onto the whirling blades, causing the engine to fail, the 
report said. And there was a high risk of scouring the surface of 
the plane, according to the researchers who conducted tests on 
samples of the ash.Q 


Boehner open to repealing 
oil company tax breaks

WASHINGTON - House 
Speaker John Boehner said 
Monday that Congress should 
“take a look at” repealing the 
multibillion-dollar tax subsi¬ 
dies enjoyed by the major oil 
companies. 

The Ohio Republican told 
“ABC World News” that the 
government is low on rev¬ 
enues and that oil companies 
“ought to be paying their fair 
share.” A gallon of gasoline 
exceeds $4 in some parts of 
the country. 

“We certainly ought to take 
a look at it,” Boehner said. 
“We’re at a time when the 
federal government’s short on 
revenues. We need to control 
spending but we need to have 
revenues to keep the govern¬ 
ment moving.” 

For example, Boehner said 


big oil companies don’t need 
the so-called oil depletion al¬ 
lowance, but that taking it 
away from smaller producers 
would mean even less domes¬ 
tically produced oil. The al¬ 
lowance allows producers a 
tax deduction comparable to 
the break given manufacturers 
for depreciation of the value 
of an investment in plants and 
equipment. 

Boehner is the most power¬ 
ful Republican in Washington 
and his remarks could signal 
a significant change of heart. 
Republicans have blocked at¬ 
tempts by Democrats to curb 
oil company subsidies. 
Boehner did not endorse the 
idea, however. 

“I want to see the facts. I don’t 
want to hear a bunch of politi¬ 
cal rhetoric,” Boehner said. “I 
want to know what impact this 
is going to have on job cre¬ 


ation here in America.” 
Cutting tax breaks for oil 
companies also could be part 
of any effort to overhaul the 
extraordinarily complicated 
federal tax code. Any tax re¬ 
form effort would curb tax 
breaks in exchange for low¬ 
ering personal and corporate 
income tax rates. 

Boehner also said again that 
any move this year to increase 
the federal government’s abil¬ 
ity to borrow money to meets 
its obligations must be accom¬ 
panied by significant cuts in 
spending. 

“I believe it’s responsible to 
increase the debt limit,” Boeh¬ 
ner said. “It’s time to cut up the 
credit cards. And that means 
that we’ve got to have real 
cuts in spending. And we’re 
not going to be talking about 
billions here. We’re going to 
be talking about trillions.’Q

Some happy states have high suicide rates

WASHINGTON - Does mis¬ 
ery really love company? 

An intriguing new study sug¬ 
gests that may be the case. 
Researchers who study how 
people’s sense of well-being 
varies from place to place de¬ 
cided to compare their find¬ 
ings with suicide rates. 


The surprising result: The 
happiest places sometimes 
also have the highest suicide 
rates. 

“Discontented people in a 
happy place may feel particu¬ 
larly harshly treated by life,” 
suggested Andrew Oswald of 
the University of Warwick in 
England. 

Or, put another way by co¬ 


author Stephen Wu of Hamil¬ 
ton College in Clinton, N.Y., 
those surrounded by unhappy 
people may not feel so bad for 
themselves. 

But Wu urged caution in 
drawing conclusions, saying: 
“I don’t think that means if 
you are unhappy you should 
be around others who are un¬ 
happy.” 

Their study ranked Utah as 
the No. 1 state for residents’ 
sense of well-being, but it also 
scored a high No. 9 in suicide 
rate. By contrast New York 
State ranked a low 45th in 
well-being, but an even lower 
50th in suicides. 

The researchers came up with 
their rankings from a federal 
survey of behavioral risk fac¬ 
tors and U.S. Census Bureau 
numbers on suicide rates. □

Humala respetara los TIC firmados pero reclama el derecho a revisar las clbusulas 



cial peruano Ollanta Humala, 
favorito en las elecciones del 
proximo 5 de junio, prometio 
“respetar los acuerdos firma¬ 
dos” en los Tratados de Libre 
Comercio (TLC), pero tam¬ 
bien reclamo su derecho a re¬ 
visar ciertas clausulas “dentro 
de un marco juridico” y no de 
forma unilateral. 

Pern tiene actualmente cinco 
TLC vigentes (con China, Es- 
tados Unidos, Canada, Chile y 
Singapur) y seis mas en pro- 
ceso de rubrica, entre ellos la 
Union Europea (UE) y Japon, 
al tiempo que negocia otros 
tres mas, habiendose conver- 
tido esta politica en piedra 
angular del actual gobierno de 
Alan Garcia. 

En una entrevista, Humala 


dijo que un eventual gobierno 
suyo se propone “defender los 
intereses nacionales”, en par¬ 
ticular para proteger al sector 
agricola y para ello empleara 
“todos los mecanismos que 
nos dan los TLC” para su po- 
sible revision. 

“El hecho de revisar y replant- 
ear no es patear un tablero, in- 
volucra que se sienten ambas 
partes y se pongan de acuerdo 
dentro de un marco juridico 
preestablecido (...) Cualquier 
revision siempre sera siem- 
pre de a dos, y no de a uno”, 
matizo. 

El candidate nacionalista, que 
se enfrentara con la legislado- 
ra Keiko Fujimori en esa se- 
gunda vuelta electoral del 5 de 
junio, insistio en que los TLC 
son lesivos para los intereses 
de la agricultura peruana, so- 
bre todo porque hay paises 
firmantes que subsidian a sus 
agricultores, lo cual supone un 
trato desigual para con los ag¬ 
ricultores peruanos. 

“Pern no subsidia, y ademas 
tenemos unos precios muy al¬ 
tos en fertilizantes, carecemos 
de vias de comunicacion ad- 
ecuadas y no hay un mercado 
interno consolidado. Compita- 
mos de igual a igual, pero sin 
subsidios”, dijo, en probable 
referencia a Estados Unidos y 
la Union Europea, a los que no 
cito. 

El candidato tambien reafirmo 


su voluntad de gravar las 11a- 
madas “sobreganancias min- 
eras” (cuando los precios de 
los minerales extraidos son 
muy superiores a los que habia 
en el momento de realizar una 
inversion), y recordo que “en 
otros paises como Chile y 
Australia ya se pagan, asi que 
no hay por que estar haciendo 
olas”. 

Humala considero que las em- 
presas privadas “no son benef- 
icencia” y no se puede esperar 
que redistribuyan esas sobre¬ 
ganancias en las comunidades 
donde trabajan, por lo que toca 
al Estado hacerlo mediante 
una redefinicion de esos con- 
tratos, siempre contando con 
las dos partes. 

La idea de la redistribucion ha 
sido central en toda la campa- 
na del candidato de Gana Pern, 
que tambien hoy defendio el 
papel del Estado “como pro¬ 
moter del desarrollo y correc¬ 
tor de las imperfecciones del 
mercado”. 

Para Humala, los gobiemos 
del pasado “han permitido el 
empequenecimiento del Es¬ 
tado, tanto que hoy en dia cu¬ 
alquier gmpo economico lo 
presiona y hace que las leyes 
no obedezcan a intereses na¬ 
cionales, sino de los gmpos 
economicos”. 

“El mercado puede crear pa- 
trones de consumo, pero no 
crea una civilizacion”, reflex- 


iono. 

Ademas, Humala considera 
que el Estado pemano ha fal- 
lado a la hora de integrar a las 
comunidades en la politica, y 
se comprometio a que, en un 
futuro gobierno, tomara como 
vinculantes las opiniones de 
esas comunidades a la hora de 
aprobar cualquier proyecto de 
inversion. 

Precisamente, el Gobierno 
de Alan Garcia se ha negado 
a considerar vinculante la 
opinion de las comunidades 
originarias donde se proyectan 
inversiones mineras o ener¬ 
geticas, pues considera que 
el convenio 169 de la Orga- 
nizacion Intemacional del Tra- 
bajo (del que Lima es firman- 
te) no establece ese caracter.
